Deaths continue with heat wave

A won’t-say-quit heat wave kept a 
stubborn grip on the sweltering eastern 
half of the nation today. It took a rising 
toll of lives and made millions of persons 
miserable. 


St. Louis area authorities counted at 
least 11 deaths attributed in part to the 
extreme heat that extended from the 
Mississippi Valley to the Atlantic Coast 
and southward to the Carolinas. Heat 
stroke treatment centers were set up at 
St Louis City Hospital 
Three persons, including two children. 


drowned in Wisconsin Tuesday night and 
early today as they tried to beat the heat. 
Eighteen cities from the muggy Midwest 
to the steaming cities on the Eastern 
Seaboard had record-breaking or record- 
equaling heat Tuesday. 


The National Weather Service said 
cooler air was edging eastward from the 
northern Rockies and northern plains 
into Minnesota but “ its progress has 
been painfully slow.” Relief was ex­ 
pected to reach Wisconsin tonight and 
creep south and east Thursday and F ri­ 
day. 


Hot, dry winds turned crops into brown 
wasteland in southeast Nebraska. Many 
farmers sought drought relief. City coun- 
cilmen of Ames. Iowa, approved a water 
rationing program. 
The heat caused some of the world’s 
most famous beer drinkers to switch to 
gin and tonic. 


Temperatures soared above the 100 
mark as far north as Wisconsin and bars 
in Milwaukee, which considers itself the 
beer capital of the nation, noted an 
alarming trend 
“ We are serving gin and tonics like 


crazy,” bartender Carol Wiilson of Jim 
Hegarty’s said. “ We are also serving a 
lot more water before the customer 
decides to order a drink. And a lot of my 
beer drinkers have switched to gin and 
tonics.” 
People used a variety of ways — prac­ 
tical and fanciful — to make do in the 
relentless heat. 
In Denver, for instance, one disc 
jockey played “ Jingle Bells” to cool off 
listeners as temperatures rose beyond 
the 90-degree mark for the 14th day this 
month 
In New York, on a more practical 


level, authorities declared a water alert 
because of the number of open fire 
hydrants. They banned around-the-clock 
lawn watering, home car washing and 
sidewalk spraying. 


“ Some of them go three to four days 
without water, depending on how wary 
they are.” said the B LM ’s Carroll Levitt. 
“ They’ll hold out as long as they can.” 


In Chicago, 500,000 persons flocked to 
the city’s 32 beaches. 
In Minneapolis, 
Northern States Power Co. reported its 
second straight day of record demand. 


An energy alert also was in effect for 
portions of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
North and South Dakota. 


State and federal officials began 
providing assistance to Vermont dairy 
farmers caught up in the second drought 
to hit the state in three years. 
Some 
dairymen moved their cows into barns 
and began feeding them hay intended for 
the coming winter. 


One farmer, Garry Elzinger of Ad­ 
dison, predicted his winter hay supply 
would run out in seven weeks. 
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Egypt snubs new 
Israeli peace plan

Egypt rejected Israel’s latest peace 
proposals “ in form and substance” to­ 
day. saying it would sanction Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands and deny the 
rights of Palestinians. 
Reacting to the “ peace plan” Israeli 
Premier Menahem Begin carried to 
Washington, Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi said in Cairo, “ Peace can­ 
not be established as long as the Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands, captured in the 
1967 war. continues.” 
The official Egyptian state radio said 
Begin s plan is “ rejected both in form 
and substance The peace Begin wants is 
the peace of the fait accompli, which 
would sanction Israel's occupation of 
Arab lands and deny the rights of the 
Palestinians. 
“ This peace is rejected, both in form 
and substance, because we are not after 
peace at any price." 
Egypt also accused Israel of trying to 
obstruct peace efforts by including unac­ 
ceptable “ alternatives” in the peace 
plan. 
President Anwar Sadat launched a new 
initiative Tuesday to drum up interna­ 
tional su p p o rt fo r a quick resum ption of 
the Geneva peace conference. which he 
has been urging for months 
Cairo’s semi-official A1 Ahram new­ 
spaper said Egypt would hold “ urgent 
and 
in te n s iv e 
c o n ta c ts ” 
w ith 
Washington. Moscow, other Arab na­ 
tions. the Palestinians and United Na­ 
tions “ to give a forward push to the 
peace process ” 
Sadat has notified world leaders. A1 
Ahram said, that the “ situation is 
delicate and cannot afford any further 
delay, procrastination or Isra e li 


maneuvers.” 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi, in 
summarizing the new Egyptian in­ 
itiative. charged Israel is trying “ to 
obstruct peace efforts, either by delay­ 
ing the Geneva conference or talking of 
alternative methods."

reportedly 
proposes that should the Geneva talks 
fall through. Carter would set up Israeli- 
Arab committees to meet outside the 
Geneva framework and at a different 


place. 
Another 
alternative, Tel 
A viv’s 
Ha'aretz newspaper said, would be for 
Israeli and Arab negotiators to gather in 
one building — but not face to face — 
while Americans shuttle proposals back 
and forth. 
Several Arab newspapers, which often 
reflect official thinking, said they ex­ 
pected Carter to take the Arab side in his 
talks with Begin, who was to officially 
unveil his peace proposals late today.

Flood kills 
five persons 
in Pennsylvania 


JOHNSTOWN. Pa (U P Ii - A flood 
engulfed Johnstown today in a smaller 
edition of the 1889 flood that killed 2,300 
persons. 
State Highway police reported at least 
five persons reported dead—two of them 
confirmed—as the Conemaugh River and 
its tributaries ran wild over seven coun­ 
ties around Johnstown 
A “ lot” of persons were missing, 
police said Police helicopters rescued 
about 1.000 persons trapped by the pre­ 
dawn flooding.. 
Police officials said they had reports 
of looting and said officers had been 
given orders to shoot any looters 
Man’s mistakes triggered the May 31, 
1889 Johnstown flood. An earth and rock 
dam, backing up a resort lake, burst and 
drove like “ God’s steamroller” down the 
Conemaugh Valley and through John­ 
stown in a tragedy so sudden and com­ 
plete that it became part of American 
folklore. 
Nature undid Johnstown in 1977, Seven 
inches of rain fell overnight, sending the 
picturesque rivers and creeks berserk. 
Witnesses in Johnstown said water 
flashed 10 feet deep in the town where 
the civic bogeyman is the 1889 flood.

There was some uncertainty initially 
whether the board could accept the lat­ 
ter bid. That was cleared up and the 
board awarded the contract to Collins 
after noting that Johnston’s bid was 
about $100,000 over the estimated budget 
for the project. 
Collins is expected to begin work 
within the next 30 days.

The Lompoc City Council last night un­ 
animously approved a motion that the 
city pay $1,250 to join a collective suit 
which will challenge federal legislation 
that threatens to force Lompoc to pay 
unemployment 
insurance for city 
employes 
In approving the contribution, Lompoc 
is joining a suit planned by the National 
Institute of Municipal Law Officers 
(N IM L O ) to ch allen g e the con­ 
stitutionality of the Federal Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation Amendments of 
1976 
The amendments would become law 
Jan. 1, 1978 and would indirectly require 
the city to pay between 3.7 and 3.9 per 
cent of the city payroll — about $50,000 — 
to the state as unemployment insurance 
to cover city workers. 
The suit is scheduled to be filed 
sometime in August by NIMLO. 
The city’s reprieve may hinge entirely 
on a restraining order NIM LO will seek. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson, who urged 
the city join the action, has indicated he 
is skeptical about the chances of NIMLO 
winning the suit. 
The Lompoc money will become part 
of a national “ war chest” to cover litiga­ 
tion which may last as long as three 
years. Davidson said last night that the 
“ war chest” has grown to $1.6 million 
with over 480 states, counties and cities 
joining the suit. He also indicated the 
city may get some of its donation back. 
“ They originally estimated it would 


cost $300,000 to fight the case and I think 
we would get well over half of our money 
back,” Davidson said 
Earlier, the full council paved the way 
for industrial development by Schuyler 
Development. Inc., on a 15-acre site near 
the southeast corner of Lompoc. 
Council unanimously approved an or­ 
dinance to prezone the parcel to “ Com­ 
mercial Manufacturing” before all five 
members gave the nod to annexation of 
the site into the city. 
In the last legislative item, the council 
unanimously agreed to authorize filing 
for a $90,785 grant for development of 
Beattie Park The funds are available to 
city as Lompoc’s share of the Urban and 
Coastal Park Bond Act of 1976. 
Under new business, a Parks and 
Recreation Commission request to close 
Cypress Avenue from Seventh Street to 
the bowling alley drivew ay for a 
skateboard contest was easily approved 
after a short discussion 
The skateboard contest is scheduled 
Aug. 20. 1977 from 10 a m to 5 p.m and 
will be coordinated by a local skateboard 
club. 
The council also gave a unanimous 
voice-vote approval to allow city crews 
to assemble and disassemble booths for 
the Mini Sports Festival on the calendar 
for Aug. 21. 
Finally, the council approved a small 
consent calendar which included a 
resolution to close sections of H Street 
and Ocean Avenue for a Mexican 
Independence Day Parade Sept. 10 
starting at 2 p.m. 
AHC trustees subpoenaed

The editor and two staff members of 
Hancock College’s Oracle publication 
last night stunned the board of trustees 
with subpoenas charging them and four 
others with violation of freedom of 
speech and censorship. 
Martin U ’Ren, who described himself 
later as a friend of the plaintiff, walked 
abruptly into the board conference room 
went to the side of Ernest Righetti, 
acting board chairman and handed him a 
copy of the lawsuit. 
The board meeting was only a half 
hour old at the time and the trustees 
were in the midst of awarding a bid on 
furniture for the new college library 
when it happened 
U ’Ren at first asked 
the trustees to sign the subpoenas, but, 
when trustee Hubbard Russell and later, 
trustee Edmund Burke objected, said 
they didn’t have to sign and left a copy of 
the brief at the side of each of the 
trustees. 
Russell ordered U ’Ren from the room, 
charging he was disrupting a public 
meeting. 
Moments later as U ’Ren 
moved toward the door, with news 
television camera grinding away, Rus­ 
sell and Burke threw their copies of the 
brief through the air and into the center 
of the conference room floor. 
Dr. Gary R. Edelbrock, who was 
presiding over his first board meeting 
since succeeding Walter Conrad as presi­ 
dent of the college, announced that there 
was a place on the agenda for public par­ 
ticipation and that that time would come 
later. U ’Ren departed, however, and did 
not return

Southern Pacific feels it is being 
railroaded — and so do a few Lompoc 
residents. 
The storm has been brewing since City 
Attorney Alan Davidson two years ago 
discovered that the franchises for both 
rail lines intersecting Lompoc were out­ 
dated. 
Davidson said the Laurel Avenue lease 
— negotiated in 1899 — is illegal because 
it is virtually eternal. And, the 25-year 
pact for use of the White Hills line ex­ 
pired in April. 1973 Since then Southern 
Pacific has been operating on the track 
without a legal franchise 
The city must grant the railroad a 
franchise 
Under the Public Utilities Code, the 
City Council “ shall grant such franchises 
upon reasonable terms and conditions.” 
'Die key word is “ reasonable.” 
At last night’s City Council meeting, 
Davidson introduced a four-page con­ 
tract for city consideration. 
The proposal included a franchise fee 
which would charge Southern Pacific up­ 
wards of $8,000 a year, a section requir­ 
ing the railroad move its five-block 
switching yard at least one-half mile out­ 
side city lim its and a retroactive pay­ 
ment of $17,000 for the four years the 
White Hills line has operated without a 
franchise. The new contract would run 
for 12 years — from 1973 to 1985. 
Besides a Southern Pacific attorney, 
five Lompoc residents spoke out against 
charging the railroad for passage or 
requiring that the switching yard be 
relocated out of town 
“ I feel the railroad is providing a ser­ 
vice to the community,” said Leroy 
Scolari, “ which many times is on a 
marginal line In the future, if there has 
to be a cutback, and we are charging for 
access, it may be our marginal line.” 
Davidson said he based the fee struc­ 
ture on a sim ilar Los Angeles contract. 
He compared the rail franchise to access 
rights Pacific Gas & Electric and 
TelePrompTer Cable TV purchase from 
the city. 
“ (The railroad) is an industry,” 
Davidson said, “ and they have a right to 
the land and they should pay for it like 
any other industry ” 
Davidson said he was not taking a posi­ 
tion on the relocation of the switching 
yard — just including it for considera­ 
tion 
The switching yard would have to be 
moved west of town into either prime 


agricultural land or into an expansion of 
the present yard at Surf It would cover 
between 10 and 15 acres, Davidson said. 
A fter 
D avidson’s 
introduction. 
Southern Pacific Attorney William Still 
took the podium 
“ We have two serious objections, sec­ 
tions 17 and 19,” Still said, as he began a 
long list of the railroad’s objections to 
the proposed franchise. Section 17 deals 
with the removal of the switching yard 
from the city limits and section 19 covers 
the $17,000 retroactive payment. 
“ Also,” he continued, “ it calls for a 12- 
year term which is very short and I have 
an objection to that. 
"Fees — The only city I ’m aware of 
that Southern Pacific pays a franchise 
fee to is the city of Los Angeles and we 
are probably going to war over that 
franchise.” 
However. Davidson said this morning 
that it is not unusual for a city to charge 
a franchise fee for rail lines. The Santa 
Fe Railroad pays an access fee in at 
least three cities — Fresno, Modesto and 
Tracy — Davidson said. 
He also said 
Still’s claim may be misleading because 
Southern Pacific may not longtitudinally 
use many streets anywhere else. Santa 
Fe Railroad paid Fresno $800,000 cash 
for a 50-year franchise at $40,000 a year, 


according to the city attorney. 
If the city does include a franchise fee, 
Davidson is anticipating a confrontation 
with Southern Pacific. 
“ They would probably just refuse to 
pay it and I ’d sue ’em,” he said. 
But the major snag may be the future 
of the switching yard. 
Still said moving the yard would be a 
problem whether it was to be a site just 
west of Lompoc or Surf 
Foremost, he 
said costs could approach $1 million 
“ We don’t know whether we would get 
that kind of money." Still said, “ and we 
don’t hear any suggestions from the city 
of Lompoc of their need for that valuable 
piece of city property the switching yard 
is now on.” 
Still also indicated any additional costs 
to Southern Pacific may be passed on to 
Lompoc users — prim arily Johns- 
Manville and the Grefco plant. 


“ We generality know that increases in 
costs to us is in certain proportions going 
to reflect in costs to customers. This is 
the nature of the beast and this is where 
it goes ” 


A confused council moved to establish 
a committee to look into the switching 
yard relocation and tabled the proposed 
franchise for further consideration.

Neither the AFL-CIO union 
representatives nor county of­ 
ficials said they cared to make 
a statement after the session.

The firemen failed to emerge 
with a contract for 1976-77 
fiscal year after other county 
employe groups signed for a 3 
per cent pay boost. 
It is now the only county 
employe group to fail to reach 
terms with the county for the 
new fiscal year which started 
July 1.

Egypt returns Israelis' bodies; 
considered good will gesture 


E L K IR B A , Sinai Buffer Zone 
(U P I) — Egypt has returned 
the recently discovered bodies 
of 19 Israeli soldiers killed in 
the 1973 Middle East war in an 
apparent show of good will at a 
c r i t i c a l 
sta g e 
in 
p eace 
maneuvering. 


The solemn but highly publi­ 
cized ceremony at this desert 
outpost took place Tuesday 
while Israeli Prim e Minister 
Menahem Begin was in Wash­ 
ington to seek increased Ameri­ 
can assistance and offer his 
plan for peace in the Middle 
East. 


Egyptian and Israeli soldiers 
separated by U N. peacekeep^ 
ing troops with fixed bayonets, 
looked on while bearded m ili­ 
tary rabbis chanted prayers for 
the dead and draped Israeli 
flags over the freshly painted 
wooden coffins. 


Two busloads of reporters 
were transported at Egyptian 
government expense to the E l 
Kirba station in the Sinai buffer 
zone separating Egypt and 


Israel to witness the return of 
the bodies discovered by men 
working on widening the Suez 
Canal. 


The o fficia l M iddle E a s t 
News Agency said the bodies 
were found along the northern 
section of the Suez Canal — five 
of them under debris of the 
Israeli Bar Lev line of fortifica­ 
tions. 


The ceremony was the first of 
its kind since May, 1975, when 
the bodies of 39 Israeli soldiers 
were sent home, the agency 
said. In April of this year, 11 
other bodies were returned 
without official fanfare. 


“ I think it’s a kind gesture by 
the Egyptian army to give back 
the bodies,” said Elanan Tvir, 
an Israeli officer. “ I think we 
have the same feeling the 
Americans had when they got 
their dead back from North 
Vietnam.” 


An Israeli honor guard stood 
at attention while Egyptian 
troops placed the coffins on the 
sand. An Egyptian m ilitary

Dukakis, himself the son of 
Greek immigrants, signed a 
proclamation Tuesday saying 
the historic murder case was

by 
p reju d ice 
against foreigners and hostility 
toward 
unorthodox political 
views.” 


‘‘We are not here to deter­ 
mine whether these men were 
guilty or innocent, but to re­ 
mind all civilized people of the 
constant need to guard against 
our susceptibiity to prejudice, 
our intolerance of unorthodox 
ideas and our failure to defend 
the rights of persons who are 
looked upon as strangers in our 
midst,” Dukakis said. 
He declared Aug. 23, 1977, the 
50th anniversary of their execu­ 
tion, “ Nicola Sacco and Bar­ 
tolomeo 
Vanzetti 
M em orial 
Day.” 
Sacco, a shoemaker, and B a r­ 
tolomeo Vanzetti, a fish ped­ 
dler, were avowed anarchists 
c o n v ic te d In D ed h am , M a s s., o f 
murdering a paymaster and his 
guard during a $15,677 robbery 
in South Braintree, Mass . on 
April 15. 1920. 
They were electrocuted seven 


years later after a lengthy ap­ 
peals process culminating with 
the denial by then Gov. Alvan T 
Fuller of Vanzetti’s petition 
“ not fo r m e rc y , but fo r 
justice.” 


Spencer 
Sacco , 
S a c c o ’s 
grandson ; and Franco di Bruno, 
Italian consul-general in Boston 
— representing Vincenzina 
Vanzetti, 
sister of 
Vanzetti, 
now residing in Cuneo, Italy; 
accepted copies of the signed 
proclamation at noon ceremo­ 
nies in the M assachusetts 
Senate. 


The proclamation does not 
overturn the convictions But it 
says, ‘ The conduct of many of 
the officials involved in the 
case shed serious doubts on 
their willingness and ability to 
conduct the prosecution and 
trial of Sacco and Vanzetti fair­ 
ly and im partially.” 


“ .. any stigma and disgrace 
should be forever removed 
from the names of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, from 
the names of their families and 
descendants, and so, from the 
name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.” it adds. 


Dukakis, said the proclama­ 
tion cannot wipe out the pain 
and agony suffered by their 
families. 
“ What it will do, I hope, is 
say to the world that an in­ 
justice was done — an injustice 
we must never repeat.” he said 


Progressive Liberals 
win election in Bahamas 


NASSAU, Bahamas (U P I) - 
P rim e M in ister Lynden 0. 
Pind lin g, who has made a 
career 
of confounding his 
critics, did it again Tuesday, 
leading his Progressive Liberal 
Party to its greatest victory in 
the Bahamas elections 
The P L P took its third elec­ 
tion in 10 years in a massive 
landslide, capturing a record 30 
seats in the 38-seat House of As­ 
sembly The party could pick up 
another seat when final returns 
from out-island districts are 
counted 
If so, the election, first since 
the Bahamas won independence 
from Britain four years ago, 
would reduce from nine to 
seven the number of seats 
previously held by the opposi­ 
tion 
The P L P polled 55 per cent of 
the more than 65,000 votes cast 
E le c tio n 
board 
o ffic ia ls 
estimated at least 92 per cent of 
the nation’s 72,000 registered 
voters turned out. 
It also was a victory in a 
more personal sense for the 47- 
year-old prime minister. He 
had been assailed by political 
critics for alleged mismanage­ 
ment of the Baham as’ economy 
and for failing to stamp out 
alleged corruption in his party. 
Pind lin g, who reportedly 
went to bed early after hearing 
the victory news at his Kem p’s 
Bay constituency on Andros 


Island about 30 miles south of 
here, planned to fly to Nassau 
today for a victory celebration 
His party slogan was “ We can 
handle it.” a reference to the 
problems this nation of 700 
islands may face while he is in 
office over the next five years. 
Five of the opposition seats in 
the House went to the young 
Bahamas Demoocratic Patry 
and two to the Free National 
Movement. Like Pindling, B D P 
leader J Henry Bostwick, 38, 
won easy election. But FN M 
chief Cecil Wallace-Whitfield 
apparently suffered a stunning 
personal defeat in his district. 
Political analysts said Pind- 
ling’s steamroller victory was 
virtually assured by the siphon­ 
ing of votes from the opposi­ 
tion, 
especially among the 
FN M and its six-month-old of­ 
fshoot. the BD P. 
In addition, there were 12 in­ 
dependent candidates, none of 
whom got elected, and the tiny 
Leftist Vanguard National and 
Socialist Party, whose four can­ 
didates lost heavily. 
Pindling’s political rise began 
with the P L P ’s dramatic 1967 
victory over the white-con­ 
trolled United Bahamian Party, 
until then absolute ruler of the 
islands’ colonial political struc­ 
ture 
His next achievement was 
leading the islands to freedom 
from Britain in 1973. 
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band played taps while Israeli 
m ilitary rabbis placed the blue 
and white flag of the Jewish 
state over the coffins. 
U N. 
peacekeeping troops 
watched quietly with bayonets 
fixed while Lt. General Gad 
Nayom, chief rabbi 
of the 
Israeli army, read the Kadesh,

Two bombs apparently set by 
Palestinian guerrillas exploded 
today — one in a supermarket 
in the northern coastal town of 
Nahariya, where five persons 
were wounded, and the other in 
a Jerusalem zoo 
The explosions occured 10 
minutes and about 100 miles 
apart and may have been timed 
to coincide with the visit to 
Washington of Prim e Minister 
Menahem Begin for talks with 
President Carter about a Mid­ 
dle East peace.

N a h a riy a 
wounded five persons slightly, 
including a 
10-year-old boy 
from a nearby farming sett­ 
lement, witnesses said. It was 
placed in the canned goods sec­ 
tion of a supermarket 
The Jerusalem bomb was 
placed near the monkey cages 
in the hilly Biblical Zoo but the 
small explosive charge caused 
neither injuries nor damage, 
according to police 
Police said they suspected 
Palestinian guerrillas set the 
bombs, the first reported inci­ 
dents of their kind in two 
weeks. Jerusalem is crowded 
with Arabs and Palestinians 
from the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan who work in Nahariya 
In the Nahariya explosion, 
police rounded up several Arab 
suspects 
for 
questioning, 
detaining 16 from Israel and the 
West Bank 
The Jerusalem zoo bomb ex­ 
ploded shortly after dozens of 
Arab and Jewish day campers 
left the area 
The blast, described as “ very 
minor” by one witness, never­ 
theless startled the animals. 
The national radio said feathers 
from swans paddling in the 
pond flew in the air 


Ransom note discovery 
told in bus kidnap case 


O AKLAN D , Calif. (U P I) — A $5 million ransom note and a 
list of kidnap victims was found at the estate of one of three 
men accused of abducting 26 children and their driver from a 
school bus at Chowchilla, Calif., one year ago, according to 
pre-trial testimony. 


Alameda County Sheriff’s Lt. Edward Volpe’s testimony 
Tuesday was the first directly relating to a motive for the 
kidnaping. 
Volpe said he opened the note in the bedroom of defendant 
Frederick Newhall Woods IV ’s 100-acre fam ily estate south 
of San Francisco and, “ I made an exclamation like ‘Bingo! ’” 
He said he also found a kidnap plan and list of victim s in a 
“ china chest” in the garage-top living quarters of Woods, 25, 
who is charged in the abduction along with Jam es 
Schoenfeld. 25, and his brother Richard, 23. 
The hearing was recessed until Monday to enable defense 
attorneys and the defendants to go to Santa Rita to inspect 
hundreds of pieces of evidence, including a moving van 
which had been buried and used to hold the victims, at a rock 
quarry in nearby Livermore. 
Also at Santa Rita, a prison farm, were the vans used to 
transport the kidnap victims, along with various machinery 
and tools relating to the case. 
The defense attorneys had asked for the tour of evidence so 
they could confer with their clients in order to challenge its 
introduction into the pre-trial proceedings 
The children, ranging in age from 5 to 15. and their school 
bus driver, Ed Ray, 55. were kidnaped on an isolated road 
Ju ly 15, 1976, as they were returning home from a summer 
outing 


They were driven in two sealed vans from 100 miles north 
of Chowchilla, a central California farming community, to 
the city of Liverm ore, 50 miles east of San Francisco, where 
they were buried in a tomblike van in a rock quarry owned bv 
Woods’ father.

The children and Ray clawed their way out after 16 
hours. 


Volpe, who headed the search for evidence, testified that 
Woods’ father. Frederick Nickerson Woods III, member of a 
prominent California family, was present when he opened 
the note, and that he immediately showed it to him. 
The officer s testimony came after Superior Court Judge 
Leo Deegan denied a motion by the younger Woods’ at­ 
torney, 
Herbert 
Yanowitz, to suppress “ dam aging” 
evidence 
some 1,400 items — which the lawyer claimed 
was seized at the estate on an illegal search warrant. 
Deegan s ruling opened the door to the introduction into 
evidence of a 23-page inventory by police that listed a map of 
(howchilla, a shotgun, rifle and an empty package of 
women's pantyhose as other items found at the estate The 
three men who kidnaped the victims were said to have worn 
stocking masks 


Henry Kissinger denies cover-up 
of secret aid promise to Vietnam 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - It 
was 
no cover-up, 
claim ed 
Henry Kissinger indignantly. 
And he knew nothing about 
any alleged secret aid commit­ 
ment to North Vietnam other 
than the p u blished le tte r 
Richard Nixon wrote. 
The former secretary of state 
was in top form when, flanked 
by a posse of Secret Service 
agents and with his son David 
tagging along, he strode into the 
crowded, flood-lit chamber of 
the House International Affairs 


Committee. 
He was summoned to answer 
questions on the Feb. 1, 1973, 
letter by then President Nixon 
to North Vietnamese Prem ier 
Pham Van Dong, offering some 
$4.75 billion in aid “ without any 
political conditions.” 
The text of the letter finally 
was released last May, after 
four years of denials that it 
even existed

Former nursing agency chief 
says efficiency caused firing 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Charlene 
Harrington, controversial chief of the 
state agency which enforces nursing home 
regulations, says she was removed from the 
job because she was doing it too wel. 
Meantime, Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
told the California Broadcasters Associa­ 
tion in Monterey Tuesday he was not con­ 
sulted about the reassignment of Ms. 
Harrington, but added, “ I didn’t need to 
be.” 
The governor said the action did not in­ 
dicate a “backing down” by the state in en­ 
forcing nursing home regulations. He said 
the enforcement will intensify. 
Ms. Harrington told the Sacramento Bee 
Tuesday pressure from the nursing home in­ 
dustry was a factor in her removal as 
deputy director of the Health Department’s 
Division of Licensing and Certification and 
reassignment as a nurse consultant last 
week. 
She said the industry went over her head 
to Cnief Deputy Health Director Raymond 
Procunier. 
She also said interdepartment politics 
played a part in her dismissal She cited her 


division’s investigations of state hospitals 
Nine of the 11 hospitals had to be certified 
at the beginning of 1977 During recertifica­ 
tion investigations her unit, Ms. Harrington 
said, had uncovered numerous violations of 
state and federal regulations. She said 
Procunier had promised immediate atten­ 
tion 
“Nothing was done,” Ms. Harrington 
said 
Procunier has not commented on the 
reassignment of Ms Harrington Through a 
press aide, Procunier said it was a “person­ 
nel m atter' and he added that he never 
comments on personnel matters. 
She said Procunier told her "to take two 
weeks off and make no comments to any 
reporters.” 
I am not going to keep quiet,” she said 
In addition to the pressure from nursing 
home operators, she said, were frequent 
calls from legislators 
Among the lawmakers making telephone 
calls, she said, were Assemblymen Howard 
Berman and Herschel Rosenthal, both Los 
Angeles Democrats, and Democratic Sen 
Ruben Ayala of San Bernardino.

price range are moving well, he 
said However, mid-priced con­ 
dos. which make up the bulk of 
the market, are not selling 
quite as well 
The bank executive expects 
his bank’s inventory of luxury- 
class condos to return to nor­ 
mal 
supply-demand 
levels 
within nine months low-priced 
units, in 13 to 14 months; and 
mid-priced condos, two years 
The resurgence in condo sales 
across the nation began last 
year, according to Ken Kerin, 
director of the National As­ 
sociation's 
Department 
of 
Economics and Research Sales 
are continuing at a “ decent” 
pace now and the market is sl­ 
owly being cleaned up. he said. 
Who are the buyers'* 
A Chicago re a lto r said 
“ Data seem to confirm the 
widely held belief that the 
prime market groups for con­ 
dominium housing are the 
under-35s and “empty nesters.’ 


“ The proportion of younger 
buyers apparently has in­ 
creased dramatically over the 
past year or two.” he added 
“ Younger buyers accounted for 
one-quarter of all condominium 
sales, according to a 1975 HUD 
study Recent studies place the 
figure much higher.”

Renewed consumer con­ 
fidence in the economy has 
boosted sales, according to 
several respondents. In addi­ 
tion. lending agencies now have 
greater confidence in condos, 
one added 


Another reason 
people now 
have accepted the con­ 
dominium concept as a way of 
life, so they are buying And in 
central Florida, condos repre­ 
sent a bargain In some com­ 
plexes. units are being offered 
at lower prices than originally- 
asked. 


Still another explanation of­ 
fered for the current increase 
in condo sales: some young 
buyers enter the housing 
market by purchasing condos. 
Since many c a n ’t afford 
detached single-family homes, 
they purchase condos now to 
build equity for buying a single- 
family home later 


Whether as a first home or 
retirement home, the con­ 
dominium appeals to many peo­ 
ple With sales steadily increas­ 


ing, it appears the con­ 
dominium is here to stay.

NEW YORK (UFI) — The National League's All-Star supremacy over the 
American League goes on like the New York City heat wave with no end in 
sight. 
Manager Sparky Anderson avoided the opportunity to gloat Tuesday night 
after the Nationals defeated the Americans, 7-5 .for their sixth straight victory 
and 14th in the last 15 games, but he stated flatly that his league is stronger. 
“I don't think there is the gap people think,” he said. “ But I do believe the 
National League is superior because it has more outstanding young players.” 


A crowd of 56,683 in sweltering Yankee Stadium saw the Nationals threaten 
to make a runaway of the 48th classic by scoring four runs off Jim Palmer in 
the first inning and taking a 5-0 lead before they had one out in the third inning. 
They did it with a rash of homers — a leadoff shot by Joe Morgan and a two-run 
drive by Greg Luzinski in the first inning and another bv Steve Garvey leading 
off the third 


Morgan, the National League's Most Valuable Player during the last two 
seasons, insisted “a fast start is a key factor in All-Star games.” 
Most of the Nationals took the victory with professional calm but Don Sutton, 
who started, pitched three shutout innings and was selected as the game’s 
MVP, said it “would take a few days for me to comprehend all the nice things

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Lynn 
Swann, star Pittsburgh wide receiver 
whose smash from Oakland defensive 
back George Atkinson launched a $2 
million slander suit, has testified that 
the blow was ‘‘an unw arranted, 
malicious attack on me.” 
Swann suffered a concussion from the 
blow in the Sept. 12, 1976, game and 
Steeler Coach Chuck Noll then com­ 
plained about “a criminal element in the 
NFL.” bringing the suit from Atkinson. 
“After last season, I thought I might 
retire,” Swann said Tuesday from the 
witness stand. “ But I will go to training 
camp this coming Friday.” 


Describing the controversial play, 
Swann said: 
“I was just watching and I was struck 
from the back. I was concerned When a 
person’s brain is damaged, you’re talk­ 
ing about something that is damaged for 
the rest of your life.” 
Swann said he had considered possible 
legal action against Atkinson, but that 
Noll and others persuaded him it might 
not be a good idea 
Coach John Madden of the Raiders 
followed Swann to the stand and said he 
considered the hit on the Pittsburgh wide 
receiver in the “ middle range of 
violence.” 
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“To single out one player as criminal 
is sure not right,” Madden said 
Pittsburgh starting running backs 
F ranco H arris and Rocky B leier 
testified that Atkinson had a bad reputa­ 
tion. 
Harris said that at the time of the 
game in question, Atkinson was con­ 
sidered as “being a dirty ballplayer.” 
Bleier said Atkinson's reputation was 
one 
of taking cheap shots, as they are 
called, against persons.” 
Art McNally, supervisor of NFL of­ 
ficials, told the six-person jury that he 
thought Atkinson’s action was delibera­ 
te.

apparent than it was Monday in 
the Grand Ballroom of the New 
York Sheraton where some of 
the most celebrated names in 
baseball were on hand to pay 
homage to the late Jackie 
Robinson upon the 30th anniver­ 
sary of his entrance into major 
league baseball 
Bowie Kuhn, the baseball 
commissioner, made the intro­ 
ductions 
Robinson’s widow, 
Rachel, was there with mem­ 
bers of her family and she 
spoke about the Jackie Robin­ 
son Foundation, which has been 
established to perpetuate his 
name and his goals. Joe 
DiMaggio and Willie Mays, the 
honorary captains for last 
night’s All-Star Game, also 
were present. So were Roy 
Campanella, 
Don Newcombe 
and Joe Black, all teammates 
of Robinson at one time 
Campanella, 
especially, 
caught the emotions of all the 
people in the room with what he 
had to say, after having recent­ 
ly finished a hospital confine­ 


ment of one year and two 
weeks, during most of which 
time he was forced to lie on his 
stomach 
But nobody moved those in 
the huge room more than 
Reese, the former captain and 
shortstop for 
the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, the Southern boy from 
Louisville, who made every­ 
thing so much easier for Jackie 
Robinson 
“ Rachel, thank you for get­ 
ting me into this,” Pee Wee 
laughed, looking at her sitting 
up on the dais along with all the 
others. 
“ People are always asking 
me ‘What was it like playing 
with Jackie Robinson?” ’ Reese 
went on. “ To tell you the truth, 
it was a little strange.” 
Pushing 59, Pee Wee Reese 
remains the All-American Boy 
His hair is still blond enough 
and smile still boyish enough to 
evoke memories of the kid who 
once won the marble shooting 
championship of Louisville, and 
it was easy to picture him in the 
time frame he now began talk­ 
ing about when he was a chief 
petty officer in the Navy during 
the fall of 1945 — two years 
before Robinson was to play his 
first game for the Dodgers 
“ I was coming from Guam 
and one of the fellows on the 
ship came running up to me and 
said, 
Pee Wee, they’ve just 


signed a black player, 
the 
Dodgers did ' A half hour later, 
he came back and said, ‘Not 
only is he black, he’s a short­ 
stop.’ 
“ Well, you can imagine how I 
felt. The only thing I knew 
about Jackie Robinson was that 
he was a great football player 
at UCLA But Jackie was good 
in everything he did We found 
out he was a good card player 
... he took our money a lotta 
times ... and he was a good ten­ 
nis player, too There was hard­ 
ly anything he wasn’t good at 
“ Jackie, God bless him, gave 
me a lot of credit for helping 
him out. I t ’ s nice to be 
remembered that way. better 
than not to be remembered for 
not helping him out But I don’t 
think I did that much.

We were reading over the weekend an 
article that tells of one of the problems 
facing the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
It 
has to do with the 
g ia n t 
A r a b ia n - 
American Oil Com­ 
pany. more commonly 
known as Aramco 
Aramco is owned by 
four companies, Exx­ 
on, Mobil, Standard of 
California and Texaco. 
Would you believe 
that Aramco paid 
nothing to the U.S. 
Treasury, even though 
it made a net profit of $2 8 billion in 1975 
from its oil operation? 


The IRS problem is how to extract $336 
million, theoretically how much the 
government should collect in taxes from 
this giant organization. 


The reason they pay no taxes is that 
Armaco paid $2 1 billion in “income tax­ 
es to Saudi Arabia 
Since taxes paid to 
a foreign government are credited 
dollar for-dollar against U.S. taxes, this 
more than wiped out any obligation to 
the IRS 


But can one really call the $2.1 billion a 
bona fide tax0 Or is it merely a royalty 
payment and other fees in disguise? 


If it is a royalty payment, it would 
qualify only as a “cost of doing business” 
and be deductible from the $2 8 billion in­ 
come according to what we read 
This 
would leave the taxable income at $700 
million which at the 48 per cent cor­ 
porate tax rate yields the $336 million 
figure

WASHINGTON - It has been a full 
decade since Israeli warplanes and 
torpedo boats struck the communica­ 
tions ship USS Liberty in international 
waters, leaving 34 Americans dead and 
170 wounded. 
Yet the full damages have never been 
paid, and the incident has never been 
closed. 
Classified 
State Departm ent 
d o c u m e n t s 
show , 
moreover that Israel 
has tried to welsh on 
its public promise to # 
pay for all “material 
damage ” 
All the while, the 
State Department has 
covered up its difficult 
dealings with Israel 
over the Liberty inci­ 
dent. 
A secret deci­ 
sion was made not to 
tell Congress nor the public about 
Israel's refusal to make good on its 
pledge. 
It was the former Israeli government, 
of course, that balked at compensating 
the United States for shooting up the 
ship 
A source close to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin assured us that the 
new Israeli leader will want to 
straighten out any misunderstanding. 
The Liberty, with an electronic garden 
of antenna attuned to the Mediterranean 
sound waves, was monitoring the 1967 
Arab-Israeli fighting when it was at­ 
tacked 
Hie apologetic Israelis said 
afterward that they had mistaken the 
ship for an Egyptian freighter and would 
make retribution to the families of the 
dead and wounded. 
The Israelis made this formal in a 
June 10, 1967, message to Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk; he was assured that 
Israel would “make amends for the 
tragic loss of life and material damage " 
A few months later, Israel laid out 
$3,323.500 to the families of the 34 men 
who were killed. But not a farthing was 
offered to pay the estimated $7 million 
“material damage." 
Indeed, the Israelis secretly notified 
the United States on Aug 5, 1968, that 


“the government of Israel is not liable 
for the damage" to the ship. This not 
only contradicted the Israelis’ public 
statements; it also outraged American 
diplomats in both Tel Aviv and 
Washington. 
From Tel Aviv, the U.S. embassy fired 
off a classified cable to Rusk declaring 
that the Israeli position was “disap­ 
pointing in negativeness and obduracy” 
and could not “be allowed to stand." 
Rusk shot back a reply so hot that it vir­ 
tually accused the Israelis of lying. 
Rusk instructed the embassy to tell 
Israel that its attitude was “totally unac­ 
ceptable." 
The United States “cannot 
believe it is (Israel’s) final position," 
declared the incredulous Rusk. 
But the State Department was not so 
affronted that it would embarrass the 
Israelis in public. For the secret cable 
added slyly: “We have not made either 
fact of receipt of contents (of the Israeli 
note) known to public or to Congress." 
At first, the Israelis refused to budge; 
they continued to disclaim financial 
responsibility for the full damage. This 
stirred Rusk into drafting a formal note, 
d e c la r in g that the a t t a c k w a s 
“unprovoked" and that Israel’s new 
position was “ in contravention of (its) 
express assurances." This was harsh 
diplomatic language accusing Israel of 
untruthfulness. 
But the note was never delivered. At 
the last minute, the United States 
received signals that Israel was willing 
to c o m p r o m is e . 
The e m b a s s y , 
therefore, recommended that the Rusk 
rebuke not be administered “This will 
remove from (the) record any indication 
of the Government of Israel’s disavowal 
of responsibility,” explained the cable 
from Tel Aviv. 
The Israelis finally got around to settl­ 
ing the injury claim in April 1969, for $3.3 
million. But they continued to stall on 
the $7 million damage claims. 
There 
was an occasional straw in the wind 
A 
confidential cable to Secretary of State 
William Rogers in August, 1971, reported 
that the Israeli foreign ministry hoped to 
offer something positive “within a few 
days." But to this day, the damage pay-

WASHINGTON — Sen. J a m e s 
Abourezk. D-S D , who often listens to a 
different drummer, has introduced an 
amendment calling for a direct “con­ 
stitutional initiative," whereby a suf­ 
ficient number of citizens can get a law 
of their own devising on the ballot for a 
nationwide vote 
It’s the referendum process, a direct 
expression of citizen concern 
An immediate use suggests itself. 
Why not let people register their 
preferences about nuclear power9 Let 
them indicate whether they would rather 
face having their homes a little cooler 
than risk having to evacuate them 
because of a radioactive leak from the 
nuclear plant next door. 
Something has happened in the last 
few weeks. 
We are not talking about 
whether nuclear, but what kind. 
We 
seem, in our public discussion anyway, 
to be halfway to Z without having spent 
any time on A We got to exotic without 
pausing at conventional. 
We’re hearing about “reprocessing" 
when we haven’t heard that much about 
step one, the process whereby uranium 
is converted into energy — with hazards 
not fully examined. 
In a protracted and often heated 
debate over the Clinch River breeder 
reactor in Tennessee, where the uranium 
and plutonium extracted from nuclear 
wastes are recycled as nuclear fuel — or 
bombs — we were told repeatedly of 
President Carter’s opposition to the use 
of plutonium fuel. 
He favors a light- 
water breeder reactor 
Only in passing did one senator men­ 
tion the misadventure of the world’s first 
commercial nuclear-waste 
plant at 
West Valley, N.Y., a story chillingly 
recounted in the New York Times 
Magazine of April 10 by Richard Severo 
Contamination, 
unexplained 
illnesses, 
“congenital anomalies" led to the clos­ 
ing of the plant. Six hundred thousand 
gallons of highly radioactive liquid waste 
are all that remains of what Gov. Nelson 


ments have not been made. 
The USS Liberty, meanwhile has long 
since been retired from the Navy and the 
talks over paying for its repairs still drag 
on at the Pentagon. 
Footnote: 
An Israeli embassy 
spokesman said the attack on the Liberty 
remained a matter of anguish for the 
Israeli people. 
But he added that the 
damage compensation “is not being pur­ 
sued. We believe it is settled." The U.S. 
Navy, on the contrary, said discussions 
are still going on. And State Department 
sources told us flatly “no conclusion" 
has ever been reached. 
DEFENSE DOLLARS - In past 
columns, we have chronicled the battle 
over the Renegotiations Board, which 
for years has been a timid watchdog over 
Pentagon contracts, but which at last is 
beginning to growl. 


The Board’s reluctant regulators have 
usually dodged their responsibilities to 
squeeze the excess fat out of military 
contracts. But President Carter has now 
appointed several persons to the Board 
who show signs of taking their assign­ 
ment m ore seriously than their 
predecessors did 


The big defense contractors, alarmed 
over the new appointees, have bom­ 
barded Capitol Hill with appeals to kill 
the Board We have now discovered, not 
altogether surprisingly, that the Board’s 
most implacable foes in Congress come 
from districts heavily dependent upon 
defense industries. 


Perhaps the Board's most outspoken 
congressional opponent is Rep. Mark 
Hannaford, D-Calif. 
His district is 
sustained largely by McDonnell-Douglas 
plants 
It happens that McDonnell- 
Douglas was the top defense contractor 
in 1976, with $2 46 billion worth of Pen­ 
tagon business. 


Footnote; Hannaford told us the Board 
“does more harm than it does good" 
because of the expense of the red tape it 
creates. He acknowledged that the 
presence of McDonnell-Douglas in his 
backyard did help call his attention to 
the problem. 


Rockefeller called at its dedication, 
“symbol of imagination and foresight." 
Yet the Senate voted to continue the 
Clinch River “demostration" plant We 
are in the Plutonium Age, senators said 
without a backward glance. 
Nobody 
asked if that is really where we want to 
be 
Europe is racing ahead with its 
plutonium reprocessing plans in spite of 
Jimmy Carter’s exhortations. 
We 
•mustn't let them get ahead of us, must 
we? 
Listening to the Senate debate, you 
could tell that if Carter has had trouble 
convincing the country of the energy 
crisis, we may have oversold the 
Congress 
Nuclear power plants will 
spring up like mushrooms after rain. 
Between four and five hundred are plan­ 
ned by the year 2000. 
We have no choice, according to the 
politicians. The argument, which never 
really took place, is over. 
Except with a number of private 
citizens, who want to have something to 
say about it. 
The face of James Schlesinger, weary 
from hundreds of hours of explaining the 
113 elements in President Carter’s 
energy package, lights up at the thought 
of nuclear power. 
He was visibly delighted when asked 
on a “Meet the Press" program whether 
he would rather live next-door to a coal- 
fired utility or near a nuclear power 
plant. 
“I would sleep right near the nuclear 
plant, there is no question about that. It 
is a comfortable neighbor," he replied 
foundly. 
But the prospect which so pleases 
President Carter’s chief energy adviser 
does not appeal to the people of 
Sea brook, a seaside community where 
the state of New Hampshire proposes to 
build a twin-reactor nuclear plant. 
Last April 30. aroused citizens and 
their friends marched on the site and oc­ 
cupied it. 
Of the 2,000 who came 
prepared to be arrested, 1,414 were. Hie 
leaders of the “Clamshell Alliance" say 


it is the first of many such giant protests 
that will be staged around the nation as 
the Carter administration steps up the 
nuclear pace. 
In California, the Abalone Alliance is 
prepared to take similar non-violent ac­ 
tion. An anti-nuclear referendum on the 
state’s ballot failed last year. 
But the 
activity sobered state legislators to the 
point where they passed three restrictive 
laws. That’s why Abourezk’s initiative 
would be so handy for voters who think 
that nuclear “progress" is not for them 
It is bad form in Congress to drag your 
feet on the question. 
Besides, it's too late, they keep saying. 
The decision has already been made by 
the politicians. Solar energy is too ex­ 
pensive. Coal is dirty. Hie Arabs would 
blackmail us again. 
People cannot be 
pried out of their cars. It’s all over. 
What Carter called “the last resort" 
during the campaign is now our first line 
of defense in “the moral equivalent of 
war." And nuclear expansion could be 
Carter’s Vietnam Unless, of course, we 
adopt Abourezk’s idea and put the thing 
to a vote A “national initiative" would 
be better than demonstrations, more 
powerful than polls. 
The decision to go nuclear is too im­ 
portant to be left to the politicians
